‘ew Orleans their general established port, and 
be sure to start at such times that they may ar- 
rive here during the cold months, for the change 
frgm thecold climate of England, to this place. 
ja, the hot season, is too great for the health of 
emigrants, till there is more faith in the church. 

In this region of country there ate thousands 
aod millions of acres of beautiful prairie, unoc- 
upied, which can be procurcd on reesonable 
terms, and we will hail the time with joy when 
these unoccupied lands shall be turned into 
fruitful fields, and the hands of those who ore 
now idle for want of employ, shall be pagages 
in the cultivation of the soil. When the breth- 
ton arrive, they will do well to cull on some of 
the twelve, inasmuch as they desire council, 
for by so doing, they may escape the influence 
of designing men, who have crept in unawares, 
nad would willingly subvert the truth, by con- 
aivingto their own advantage, if they have the 
opportunity. 

The church has commenced a new city 20 
miles below this, and | mile below Warsaw, 
called, Warren, where mony city lots, and 
farms in the vicinity, can be bad on reasonable 
terms; and it will be wisdom for many of the 
brethren to stop at that place, for the opportu- 
nity for erecting temporary buildings will be 
greater than at this place, also the chance for 
providing food, will be superior, to those who 
wish to labor for it.

Cities-cannot be buik without houges, hou- 
ses cannot be built without materials, or decu- 
pied without inhabitants, the inhabitants ecan-

He knew noth- 
ing of this work bnt by report, until some 
time during the past summer, when two 
of his brothers, tradesmen of Boston, 
became acquainted with, and believers 
in it, their communications 
and the books they sent him, he learned 
something about it, but strenuously o 
Ope of his brothers rae 
ately closed his business and went to 
Nauvoe, where he embraced the land 
commenced writing letters to bie unbe- 
lieving brother, which caused him eix 
weeks or two months ago, to turn his 
mind seriously.to. reading the books aod 
investigating the subject. The result 
was an entire revolution in his mi 
He. called together his neighbors, and 
pight after night taught the work to them. 
natil some of his father’s family and - oth- 
ere began totelieve, and the Devil began 
to rage, and bis emissaries broke in all 
the windows, and his business called him 
to Chaneston 8. C., Up to this time he 
had geen no elders, and had no opportuni- 
ty ef obeying the gospel himself. He 
started for Charleston Sept. 17th. His 
letter of the 20th written from New York

ceived kindness. On Sunday.

I was ordained an elder, and am now 
going to spend my days in preaching 
the gospel.” Suffice it to say that he 
purchased many of the various kinds of 
our books, that he fdund in New York 
and Philadelphia and left Philadelphia on 
hh 23d on board a steamer. His letter 
tf the 29th written at Charleston, says in 
oesciding his journey. ‘*Meantime the 
dubject of religion was introduced by some 
one on board: | was as ready as anv 
one to talk about it. When we. com- 
menced I was nota litt!e surprised, to 
find on board three Methodist mivisters 
who had been north to some public meet> 
ing, and an Orlhodox and his delegate 
who had been to Philadelphia to atteuad 
an ordination. They soon found out 
that | wasa Mormon aod attacked me. 
lt reminded me of a piece | saw in the. par 
per last week, ‘they were barking up the 
wrong sapling.’ We continued oar con- 
versation some hours. One of the. minis- 
ters feared the truth so much that. he 
went up on the quarter deck and sat in 
the wind; but his mind so troubled him 
that he came down and sat on the cabin 
stairs. A guilty conscience still harrass- 
ed him, until. he came down exclaiming 
‘no peace for the wicked,’ and asked me 
topray with him. ‘This was ready to 
ready jo renounce Orthodox 
tized.
